Wo *1o not know much of the hnhlts 
o( the cave-dweller:*, but it U reasoaubly 
oortstn that th8 wife of lha oaTo-maa 
made ovt'rvthinj; for him. Of Course he 
killed the bears and rhinoceroses that 
supplied his table, and he carved those 
elaborate piotares on tooth brush Itan- 
dles and ])aper-cnttors which his civil- 
ized posterity has louud in his dust 
heaps; bat he ne er d'd anjr work. His 
wile made the lire, cook(Mi the moaU, 
supplied the c'othing of the family, and 
proDably made the fnm tnre. The 
hab'ts of womon are \V(tnd*»r;*ully per^ist^ 
ent, and the habit of pn-ser e niakin^ 
to which the Am»'ricnn hoi sewite is so 
nnl ersally adilietetl is undoubted I v a 
•nrvi^ai o the d> me tie habita of the 
woman uf the ea^ e dwe lin^ a^. 

Presenre-makin^ is t>erhafis the very 
la^t trace o;\he cuvi- woruen which sur- 
vi\es in women o. the present century. 
As man advanced in c.v iization, woman 
ceased to be the universal maker o( 
lhin^< In those ea ly agi'S of wh eh 

ffeo.ogists te 1 us — th ' stone a e, the 
nm afe and Uie wooden, glass and tui 
aires, women eonliinied to furui''h ood 
and clothes lor their hiisi ands nnd chilr 
dreri. Tfaey ir round the com or oread, 
and ihev spun the a\ lor e.oih ng. but 
at the beginning of the present century 
they had ceaseito make anvth*ns: ex- 
cept stock ngs and shirts, bed-spreads 
and pre«erves. 'I he progress of \\ oman 
has been rapid dunng the present >(en- 
erat^on. 8m hae die ^vered that there 
is no good reason why she should make 
itockings and shirts that never satisfy 
the deep wants of man^s nature, and 

that cost more than sati*^far!ory stock- 
ings and shiils bought at the haber- 
dusher^ would cost The discovery not 
onh emancipatf^d her from thankless 
and severe labor, but it aNo enabled 
man to throw off the burden of bed- 
spreads, or comfortables,^* as they are 
famdiarly oalled. Man, who in some 
respects is i^wte reasonable, found that 
shirts made by an intelligent workman 
Instead o. the' hand of affection bromcht 
so much peac" and com ort into his life 
that it occurred to him that be could be 
still more happy were he to sleep under 
blankets in-^tead of home made com- 
tortabies. Aroord.uicb he himself pro- 
posed that the custom of making eom- 
lortahles at h<»me .-hould be abandon d. 
and of course woman toyfuUv accepted 
the proposal Thus it has .gnulually 
come to pass thiit preserves are the only 
ai t cles which housewives now feel 
comp'died to make. 

In prehistoric age«i the work of pre- 
paring fo«)d partook of tiie solemnity of 
areliiriuus ceremon/. ihe woman of 
the stone age Invoked a separate deity 
for every vei^-etable and evrry sort of 
meat that she placed on the tire: so that 
the preoarat.oa of hash or s^up re- 
quired tier to rise before dayli<,dit, and 
recite a long and complicated lit ny. 
Much oi this Solemnity atta4^hes to pre- 
serve-making. It is true that it is no 
l(m<:er spoken of as a relifrious cere- 
mony, and that the modern preserve- 
maker does not believe in deities pre- 
siding over sugar and fruit and p* e^erve 
kettJes, but she feels that j)reserve- 
making is a work to be approached only 
in the most eerlone nsanner. 

No ordinary dish is thought to be tit 
for preserve-making. A special kettle 
must be consecrated to the sacred work. 
This kettle is sumptuously lined with 
porcelain, and costs at least as much as 
all the preserves that are ever made in 
it, for it rarely lasts beyond one season. 
Slight differences of ritual pi*evail 
among preserve ma ers. Some hold 
that a ptmnd of eager ehould aoemn* 
pany every pound of fruit; while others 
oelieve that both fruit and sugar should 
be measured, nnd not weighed. In the 
matter of preparing fruit for the kettle 
there is also a d versity of op'nion, and 
no two house-wives are absolutely 
agreed ae to the length of time that the 
preserve kettle should remain on the tire. 

There is really a great deal of labor 
expended in making preserves. Unlike 
most other a**ticles olmA they are not 
finished when they are cooked. They 
must be put up in jars, and the jai's 
must be Coterea with paper put on with 
the utmost care in order to keep the 

S reserves from the air. At least two 
istinot women are needed in order to 
make even the smallest quantity of pre- 
serves, and their uninteiTupted atten- 
tion must be given to the work from the 
moment of beginning until the last Jar 
is tied up and placed on the shelf. 

The first cost of making preserves 
if not so great as- most men fancy that 
it is. Indeed, the first cost of, say* six 
jars of home-made strawberry pre- 
serves is usually not more thuu twice 
the amount that six jars of the same 
size would cost if bought of the grocer. 
Preserve-making is, Mwcver, a long 
and continuous prooeMk At theexpii-a* 
tion of a raontn after the pres. rves 
have been placed on the shelf, the cai e- 
t\H housewife finds that they are 
•'working." and that they must be im- 
mediately •*done over.'' To "do 
over *' preserves is to repeat the entire 



process ot maki' g them from the mo- 
ment that th*»v a o plac d in the pro- 
serve kettle. Tins ;tdds to their cost, 
since it involves hours of labor and tht 
ionsumiit on o. ir* sh sugar and other 
mat rials. Two w* eks later the pre- 
serv s are foui <1 to b • '•candied,^' cr. 
in other words, converted int > petritied 
straw berrl'»8, fit for nothing except tc 
lake th • pla e of grav»d on the Iroiit 
walk. Then, and not until then, will 
the conscientious woman consent t<: 
supp 7 her tab e with preeenres bought 
from the grocer, amenting, as she ii<»efl 
so, that some mvsterious fatality al- 
ways prevents her from ikiakinsr pre- 
serves that will neither *'work** not 
•'candv.^' 

It is esMmated that only nine pei 
cent, of the pi-e er^es made by the 
women of America are ever eaten ex- 
cept bv tlie most heroic and selt-stcri- 
ticng hus ands. Is it not time that 
women sh"uhl al'aiidon this last sur- 
viving habit of tl»e cave-dwelling 
women, end should permit men to buy 
the r oreserves as freely as they buy 
their shirts and stockings.— i/arj;cr< 
Bazar. 

Lien Killing a <{uagga» 

I on^e bad a rare chance of seeing a 
lion 1 at h and kill iiis prey in theo|»en 
in dayl ght. While <m a siioi't hunt to 
the north of Wat rberg. in the Trans- 
vaal, in the winter of 1874, with a Dutch 
Hoer. we saddled up one afternoon to 
shoot a cou[de of (juaggas (BurchelTs 
zel>ra for our followers, quagga meat 
being preferred above all others by the 
natves or that country. We had ridden 
a con^iideralde round without falKnr in 
w th any. but about an hour before sun- 
down we t-ame across a troop of about 
t'*v. (ialioping up withn shot, we 
filed, when one mare dropped. Re- 
l(»ading and mounting, we started after 
the troop, which had now disappeared 
over a ridge. On gaining the rse we 
saw the i|uaggas ta'bng out in the hol- 
low and commencing to ascend a sec- 
ond slope, one or two stall ons bringing 
up the rear, as is usually the cai^e. C'an- 
t er njc on, my com panion sudden ly 
pidled up and ] o nted out to me a lion 
trotting sw.ftly uu a ross the quaggas' 
line of retreat, benind a :ew scattered 
lowlders ano low bushes dotting the 
s ope. evidently with the intention of 
jstcuring h.s s ipper. We moved slow- 
ly forwai'd« when tlie hindmost s allion, 
til nk Ti^ we were ir 'tt ng ti>o close. 
^tarted alter hi^ companions at a smart 
canter. It wae now excitinar* The 
suag^^a was close to the iineof the lion s 
a proach: a couple of second'* more 
and the dark mass of the lion*s torm 
bhot out fioiu behind astone on his prev. 
In a moment the nuagsra was on the 
ground. 'Ihe lion le*t him iu.stuntly. 
moved a few >ards distant and lay down 
with h s head away from the quagga, 
twitching his tail nervously from side 
to side, as much as to ear: ha e 
done that properl ." The whole thing 
was done so qu'ckly and suddenly 
that it is difficult to describe. The 
lion had not yet seen us, t ut on riding 
nearer he tu-ned and ta ed, lookin*^ 
rather put out at our appearing on the 
scene. At first he seemed !nol neu to 
bolt, 1 ut at last lay down facintr us, 
evidently unwilling to give up his game. 
Beinfi: anxious to examine the quagga, 
and know ng my Boer friend to be re- 
liable, we rode up to about fi ty yards 
and dismounte d. I held the hoi*ses, 
keeping my double r. e in reserve in 
case of accident. The lion, not liking 
the look o« thingrs, got up and walked a 
few steps towara us, growling savagely. 
I told tne 1 oer to shoot Straight, which 
he did, hitting the lion with his old six 
to the pound on the point of the 
shoulder; the bullet, passing out behind 
the other shoulder, droppetl tne lion on 
the ^pot. On examining the quagga it 
would appear Iron tlie olaw marii that 
the liiui s le't forearm wr 8 thrown over 
tiie wither and the claws hxed in the 
shoQlder, the r!ght forearm*8 claws in 
the chest, the b it hind daws had been 
driven into the flank a little below the 
li'vel of the hip-bone, the right h nd loot 
evidently on tne ground, thus hold ng 
the animal as if m a vice, while the 
teeth hud met in the neck about three 
ncbes or four in hee behind' the • ra, 
sma-h ng the bone as effectually as a 
two-ounce bullet. My two front fingoi's 
met in the bite-hole. Death was in- 
stant anetais. The lion was a full- 
grown male with pcriect teeth On a 
j reviouH occasion a riding mare be'ong- 
mg to a fHend of mine was killed near 
\N ondertoniein. 'I'lansvaai, one night, 
close to the wagon, while on a blcsnok 
hunt llie mare wae hobbled when 
cauglit. 1 he claw-marks and b'te that 
killed were ident cal with those on the 
qnagcai From all testimony that I 
I ouul gather from old hunters during 
seventeen vears' residence in the Trans- 
vaal, and my own limited observation, 
I would vay thftttiM lion uses his dawi

TM Pnc^t Sound Lumber Trade* 

The distribution of lumber from Pttgot 
Sound is as wide as its manufacture is 
active. In one day*s cruise 1 found 
TCSseis loading for Hoston, San Francis- 
co, Valparaiso, the Sjindwieh Islands, 
Valle^o, Mexico, da|)an. ( hiiui, France, 
England, Anetralla an 1 iSouth Amer ca. 
The export rc)»orted in 18HI was about 
175,0U0,0v>0 feet, valued a( about $1,- 
720,000. Of this abou* 40.800.000 was 
shipped to foreign ports. The value of 
the lore'gn cargoes was about 'H.'),'WX). 
It is a sight to ste vome of th(^ b g logs 
in the booms. I spent a couple of 
hours among them one n'^^ht. Ihe 
electric light, with wliich a' most all 
these mItT are ejiiipped. illutninated 
the water far and near, uiak :tg it h)ok 
like silver in q art/, or the sp ingles on 
a ballet ffirrs dres4. The logs were 
like ^lumberFhg giants in the gloom, 
and re used to mo e as Taptain L<'gg e 
and 1 siep)>ed from one to another. 
Many of them were five feet n diame* 
ter. jind all were ■ arkle-s. Mr. (Iror^ 
Uraun, the for^'Uian of Jackson's 
loxg!ng camp on the Skagit River, 
Intel \ cut one tp'C lioin which were 
sawed two log^ of 82 aud and 
two of 80 teet, in all 118 feet 
in length. The top of the tree 
measured (11 inches across. The entire 
log sealed about 24,000 feet As Mr. 
l>raun said: **Thatis like rais'ng 100 
bushels of oats to the acre. ' which they 
do on the t de-i'ats jus; below his camp. 
But ad trees here afe exceptional m 
sizr, he-ght and s.mmetry. They make 
the finest possible spars and masts. 
Firs 2M) feet high, p^nes l.V) feet, cedars 
1(H» feet, ai-e met with in any woodland 
walk along a logiring trail. Ship build- 
ing, as a natural re^uit is a great in- 
dustry. The shio-carpenter at makeelee 
tol : me as I le t that he was just com- 
pleting hi lortietli vessel. Heinf<»rmed 
me also that th^ first saw«*mill In this 
region was erected at Seattle in 
It would cut a'.toul ■'>,iH 0 feet per day. 
Now there are (>ight4>en mills, in any 
one of which th s pioneer would iie lost. 
Think of the thick torests— trees 
crowiled together as close as they can 
jUirow— and r!i:ht on the shores o' the 
Soinid or its tributary w;iters. tliese 
shores geuerailt ^lopin^ ^o as to make 
the m<iet aoile of lo^r wav s: oountlese 
loa 'steads and sheltered harb<)rs; a 
climate never too coUl to work» ab hough 
sometimes too wet; then the w iters of 
the Soimd 4or b»g-n'ads themseh es, 
when a steaui-luuiu h can ptdl a raft 
anywhere, aud one i an see whv this in- 
dustry grows so. Where e'se do oondl* 
tions as favorable to it exist P 

The lumber bu-inrss is not carried on 
here as it is in the ini-Mior or tlie fast^ 
'1 here are no lumber yards supplied 
from the m Us. The mills themselves 
d.btribute the lumber. Many o them 
have planin/ macliines nntf elaborate 
machinerv on the :^ro iiid lloors !)eiiea.h 
the saws, where tlie^ manu a"ture 
dressed luml er, oor.ng, ceiling, etc. 
iactories of barre s pails, (»tc.. etc., 
group arotmtl them, sulwistingcm what 
would be le use A un que establish- 
ment is that o the >tetsons ^ I'ost, in 
Seattle, where hnuv^.-tritumiui^s, doors, 
sashes. Minds and moulding are manu- 
factured in conne tion With a eaw-milL 
There is great proMt in this busioees. 
Thche gentlemen have made iJilOO.OOOt 
starting with f l..%t'0 five years ago; but 
they are hard-working men. practical 
mechanics, and understand their busi- 
ness thoro irhly. The protit in evport- 
ing is not less, but of course requires 
greater capital. The ships carry an 
average ot 600,000 feet every five to 
eight weeki, at a pro;lt as near as I can 
average it, of t,\i)7.'> per trif>. All of 
the saw mill proprietors arC wealthy, 
i hey are, for the most part, attached to 
the soenes where their wealth has been 
nade, and spend the r time and money 
at home rather than abroad. — I'ugei
